DR. EDWIN A. ALDERMAN. 
The unlooked-for death of Dr. 
Edwin Anderson Alderman, presi- 
dent of the University of Virginia, 
will impress the intellectual circles 


| of America with an acute sense of 


national privation. He had reached 
before his 70th birthday in this 
month of May, the post of primus 
inter pares among the educators 
and civil statesmen of the country 
at large. 

By all of his compeers he was 
taken as the very “flowering acacia” 
of the intelligentsia of the south, 
because he exhibited the fine culture 
of its golden era and labored with 
faith and courage to revive and 
maintain the spirit and power of its 
mind and masterfulness in philoso- 
phy, morals, and political education 
and practice. 

He was born in North Carolina, 
inherited the chivalry and fortitude 
of her Scotch-Irish people and was 
educated among them while they 
were enduring and conquering the 
evils of alien oppression inflicted 
as political punishment. He served 
in the state’s institutions of higher 
education during the era of stabiliza- 
tion and social advancement; then 
was president of Tulane University 
in Louisiana for a decade; and next 
was called to preside at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, the famous founda- 
tion of Thomas Jefferson. 

President Alderman during his 
more than quarter century at its 
head brought the university closer 
up to the high ideal for it that was 
in the imagination and purpose of 
Jefferson. He was acclaimed in all 
academic: circles for his concepts of 
education and for his independence 
of thought and utterance upon the 
ethical, social and political problems 
of his times. The south could trust 
him everywhere to speak its mind 
and heart and he made both respect- 
ed and admired in circles once hos-

The commitment papers 
dn her case state that her illness is 
considered incurable, but her identity, 
jealously guarded by the Germans dur- 
ing the war. is not revealed even at 
this time. She remains the same mys- 
terious and elusive personage who was 
dreaded and hunted for four long 
years without success. 

Her smile was as enigmatic and 
wistful as Giaconda’s in the uvre 
of a certain childlike innocece, but as 
deadly as Borgian poison. Once she 
had extricated the information she 
sought from her victims her features 
grew hard as steel and she knew no 
mercy. ° 

Rumors during the war had it that 
she was of noble Belgian birth. This 
was due to the fact that she owned a 
large medieaval chateau on the out- 
skirts of Antwerp, which she inhab- 
ited from ~912 onward. When Ant- 
werp and the surrougding country fell 
before the German advance of Septem- 
ber, 1914, and hundreds of thousands 
of people fled across the Dutch bor- 
der. “The Madonna” stayed behind 
and soon revealed herself as having 
been an agent of the German inttelli- 
gence. 

She directed the location of treasure 
and valuables in the heighborhood of 
the Flemish capital, left behind and 
hidden by the refugee owners of cha- 
teaux and country places, and in that 
way started the career which made her 
dreaded from one end to the other in 
the occupied territory of Belgium and 
French Flanders, 

Her chief occupation was attempting 
to turn allied agents into spies for 
the central powers after extracting 
their secrets from them, When any 
of them were captured while on some 
secret mission they were blindfolded 
and led to the chateau of the “Madon- 
na.” Those who survived the experi- 
ence, such as Captain Hilaire Ten 
Eyck, of the Belgian secret service, 
revealed when they were once more 
in safety that the “Madonna’s chateau 
had been turned into an office build- 
ing in which one of the main branch- 
es of\ the German intelligence func- 
tioned)during the occupation. 

Allied agents captured expected 
nothing but death. Their greatest sur- 
prise came when they were led into the 
presence of a most beautiful woman 
and assured by her that everything 
possible would be done for their com- 
fort. Sometimes they would be left 
for days in a large room, luxuriously 
furnished, served with the best of food, 
before the “Madonna took their case 
in hand. Then weuld come the fatal 
interview, which proved the undoing 
of hundreds of allied spies. 

With very few exceptions the cap- 
tured men fell victim to the Madonna’s 
charms. She made they forget coun- 
try and honor. For one smile of hers, 
grave secrets were betrayed, and spies 
for the German cause won. 

The converted spy, upon entering 
German service, however, was never 
trusted. He was followed and shad- 
owed as he kept on frequenting his 
former haunts, and in that way count- 
less victims were added to the “Ma- 
donna’s” list. The least faltering 
in a spy’s new allegiance was followed 
by immediate execution. And this 
was the only time they saw her back. 
For the “Madonna” was in the habtt 
of garbing herself with her most gor- 
geoug,clothing to be present at the ex- 
ecution of her victims, 

She did not always work from the 
Safety of her chateau. Once she 
crossed via Switzerland into France, 
and visited Paris. The authorities 
became aware of her escapade as she 
had already accomplished her mission 
in the French capital and as she wes 
on her way back to the Swiss border. 
A telegram warned the frontier guards 
to stop a luxurious, high-powered car 
in which she was traveling. 

Not suspecting that her identity 
had been found out, the “Madonna” 
allowed her car to come to a stop at 
the Swiss border to comply with the 
usual passport formalities. She hand- 
ed over her paper, but when an offi- 
cer and thre men stepped up and asked 
her to accompany them to the guard 
room, she whipped out an automatic, 
shot down all three with unerring pre- 
cision and ordered the chauffeur to 
dash away. The car tore down a 
customs barrier as it shot away to 
safety on Swiss soil, not more than 
“00 yards away.

They are gen- 
erally humiliated to find that they 
have fallen into the meshes of broker 
law and shudder before the shame and 
sufferings that justice will impvuse 
upon them. ; 

Judge Pomeroy is humanely and 
wisely right in believing that most o. 
these young culprits are not naturally 
depraved, have no mind to edopt a 
criminal career, and can be reclaimed 
to honesty and useful after lives if 
properly treated in their first penal 
isolation from. society.

Quick Action and Probation. 

Accompanying that process of mak- 
ing the machinery of justice reforma- 
tory instead of punitive, where prac- 
tical, we need in Georgia the exten- 
sion of dur misdemeanor code. Too 
many. criminal actions have been ad- 
vanced into the infamous category of 
felonies. 

In order to curb their predacious 
practices the legislatures stretched 
simple larcenies and other foragings 
into felonies. Those felonies led to 
an accumulation of convicts beyond 
the power of the state to house and 
use them, so the convicts were leased 
to private and corporate employers, 
paying a rental for each convict to 
the state. So, in time, for benefit of 
the revenues, the making of convicts 
became a state industry. 


A Sure Reduction Possible. 


A sure reduction of crime and crim- 
inals in Georgia can be worked by 
increasing all over the state the juris- 
diction of justices’ courts to deal sum- 
marily with a class of lesser misde- 
meanors. The regularly elected justices 
should have discretion to fine and sen- 
tence, and in their discretion put the 
first-offenders.on probation under the 
court’s bailiff for the district, given 
the legal authority of a probation of- 
ficer in addition to his other court 
duties. 

Ry this system petty offenses by 
first perpetrators, and which are not 
truly “crimes.” could be promptly 
dealt with, the justice being “always 
in session” practically. |. Where the 
need appeared to him, instead of 
sending the casual culprit to the pen 
and the chaingang, he could commit 
him to a county or state reformatory 
such as Judge Pomeroy pleads for. 
Here is a reform that should com- 


mend itself to our social improvers.

If the salesman told the young doetor 
that Old Doc Smithers (who had the 
biggest ride in the county) bought this 
new tonic in 10-gallon jugs, the young 
hopeful could scarcely let slip the op- 
eee to try a couple of gallons 
of it. 

Long ago I ascribed the pale, sal- 
low, anemic, tired, dizzy, headachy 
condition of the housewife in the 
spring to her long winter's confine- 
riacnt in more or less darkness and 
bad air. I still think this may have 


try, but in the towns where gas is used 
more or less for heating and for cook- 
ing we know now that mild chronic 
carbon monoxide poisoning is the usual 
eause of the house wife’s poor health 
in the spring. A winter’s exposure 


burners and rusted or broken ilue tips, 
or, worse, portable or occasional stoves 
or heaters withott any flue pipe at 
all, leaves the poor woman pretty 
sallow and miserable in the spring. 
Besides being sallow, pale, enemic, 
tired all the time, dizzy, subject to 
headache, without appetite, sometimes 
actually nauseated, unable to sleep 
soundly and, with any encouragement 
at all, almost a nervous wreck, the 
poor women suffer all sorts of strange 
and unaccountable symptoms from the 
dope they take in the effort to find 
relief. 


This being a health column we must 
dwell on the preventive treatment. It 
is much easier to avoid this spring 
fever than it is to cure it. Calll a 
good plumber or gasfitter and let him 
put all burners in order or install 
suitable stovepipes where these are 
leaky or lacking. 


In many kitchens there is no proper 
provision for carrying the fumes or 
gases out to the open air. Even if 
the range has a hood and ventilator 
over it, if the kitchen is kept tightly 
closed the cook is certaifi to suffer 
more or less carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. For comfort and safety always 
keep a window or door open in the 


kitchen when cooking. 

Photographer’s “hypo” (sodium hy- 
posulphite or sodium thiosulphate) is 
comparatively harmless and it is re- 
puted a good remedy for carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning—one should take a 
teaspoonful of it with water every 
day for two or three weeks.

emergency brought about by the low 
prices of cotton. 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the agricultural college, delivered the 
welcoming adress, in which he urged 


‘each farmer to carry back with him 


the spirit of optimism, and specialists 
at the college gave practical demon- 
strations. 

“We should make ourselves happy 
n the face of 8-cent cotton because 
we can draw upon the tremendous pos- 


sibilities of live stock and legumes in 


Georgia,” stated Dr. Soule. He said 
that farmers of this state could easily 
diversify because of the climatic con- 
ditions and the wide variety of prod- 
ucts which can be produced. 

Other speakers were Dr. John R. 
Fain, head of the agronomy division 
of the college, who spoke on “Alfalfa 
Director J. 
Phil Campbell, of the extension di- 
vision, ~zhose subject was “Our Obli- 
gation to Diversity.” 

“Legumes can be profitably grown 
in the Piedmont sectien of Georgia 


_ because they can be marketed in the 


production of live stock and also. take 
nitrogen from the air and store it in 
the soil for future crops,” explained 
Dr. Fain. 

He declared that a great portion of 
the land in the state which was too 
poor to profitably grow alfalfa could 
be made to do so by proper manage- 
ment. The agronomist said that prac- 
tically all land in the Piedmont sec- 
tion of Georgia which would produce 
three-fourths of a bale of cotton per 
acre would grow this leguminous crop. 

“Alfalfa, which lasts for five years 
after the first seeding, will yield more 
feed per acre than any other crop in 
Georgia, producing from four to five 
cuttings annually,’ stated Dr. Fain. 


“The livestock industry in this sec-: 


tion must be predicated on legume 
crops of the various kinds, because 
we need these grazing crops to elimi- 
nate waste of feed, manures and_la- 
bor,” he added, 

The agronomist urged farmers to 
bear in mind the following points in 


| the selection and growing of legumi- 
| nous crops: Source of seed, time of 


seeding, time of cutting, feeding, the 
cost, which is about as much per acre 
as cotton, and will yield a greater 
income per acre per year than cotton.

The North Carolina corporation com- 
mission and the city of Asheville have 
rejected the offer of Colonel Luke 
Lea, of Nashville, Tenn., to settle 
obligations amounting to more than 

800,000 in connection with the failure 
of the Central Bank & Trust Com- 
pany, of Asheville, I. M. Bailey, at- 
torney for the corporation commis- 
sion, said tonight. 

Colonel Lea’s proposition, General 
Albert Cox, of Raleigh. attorney for 
the Tennessee man said, was to pay 
$40,000 cash on the obligation and 
the balance in a period of 20 months. 
The city of Asheville was involved 
through some of Lea’s notes held by 
the Central bank, which closed sev- 
eral months ago. ¢ 

Both Mr. Bailey and General Cox 
denied that the offer of a settlement 
was made to stay criminal procéed- 
ings brought against Colonel Lea by 
the Buncombe county grand jury. 

General Cox said Colonel Lea has 
made three offers to the city of Ashe- 
ville and the North Carolina cor- 
poration commission, the first being 

de last December before criminal 
charges were brought. The second 
was made in February and the third 
in March, 

Mr. Bailey said the corporation 
commission expected to make a set- 
tlement with Colonel Lea and he add- 
el that both Asheville and the cor- 
poration commission were parties te 
a civil suit against the Tennessee man 
pending in Nashville court to recover 
the money. 

Che settlement, however, he added; 
will have no bearing whatsoever on 
the criminal charges against Lea, 
brought in Asheville. 

A jury to try three former officials 
of the defunct Central Bank & Trust 
Company was completed in Buncombe 
county superior court late today, and 
the way cleared for the introduction 
of testimony tomorrow morning. 

The three defendants, first of 27 
indicted on eriminal charges in con- 
nection with bank failures in this 
county, are Wallace B. Davis. who 
was president, and Dr. J. A. Sinclair 
and C, N. Brown, directors. They are 
charged with making false reports of 
the bank’s condition. 


SENATOR M’KELLAR 
FAVORS GUALITION 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 30.—(#)— 
Strength in union between congres- 
sional democrats and progressives was 
seen today by Senator McKellar, dem- 
ocrat, Tennessee, as his party’s chance 
to organize the next congress and win 
the 1932 presidential contest. 

In a statement. MeKellar challenged 
strategists who he said would avoid 
the responsibility of congressional con- 
trol and urged the party to make full 
use of what he considered natural 
bonds between democrats and progres- 
sives. 

Looking forward to the presiden- 
tial campaign, he said, “some claim 
we democrats cannot win a national 
election by ourselves.

They have 
long co-operated with the democrats 
in the senate. They are willing to do’ 
so in the house. 

“We ought to nominate in both 
houses officials who will not be of- 
fensive to the progressives. We ought 
to be fair to the progressives in mak- 
ing up the committees. Even if we 
should finally have a majority in both 
houses, we should be extremely mind- 
ful of the just rights of the progres- 
Sives. t 

“If we take this course, we Will be 
enabled to organize both houses, 
whether we have an absolute demo- 
cratic majority or not. ; 

“Some democrats say “we ought not 
to take the responsibility of organiz- 
ing the two houses,” he continued. “Tf 
we are afraid of responsibility, we 
ought not to be a political party.”

Repulsed Landing Party 7 


From Portuguese War- 
ship, Leaders Declare. 


FUNCHAL. Madeira, April 30.— 


(P\—The rebel junta -in control of the 


sovernment here declared in an offi- 
cial statement tonight that it had suc- 


cessfully repulsed an attack of the 
Portuguese government loyalist ex- 
peditionary force, prevented a landing 
on the island and taken a number of 
prisoners. 

“Two enemy detachments of ap- 
proximately 300 men armed with ma- 
chine guns,” the official statement of 
the rebel junta said, “attempted ‘to 
land on the beach at Santa Cruz un- 
der cover of the fire from two war- 
ships which bombarded our positions 
tor 40 minutes. 

“After an engagement lasting an 
hour, the enemy retired in disorder, 
leaving war material and a number 
of prisoners on our hands.” 

“Great enthusiasm prevails through- 
out the island over the victory. Our 
troops were brilliantly led by dis- 
tinguished officers, including Major 
Frazao and Captete Martelino.” 


LISBON COMMUNICATION 
ALSO CLAIMS SUCCESS 


LISBON, Portugal, April 30.—(/) 
Failing in attempts at a peaceful sur- 
render, the government expeditionary 
terce today resumed its attack on the 
rehellious garrison at Funchal, 
deira. 

Warships opened 2 heavy bombard- 
ment on the city, hur’ng shells into 
ihe most populous sections. Seaplanes 
iiroppea bombs in sur port. Three de- 
tachments of infantry were reported 
to have landed at Machico, 15 miles 
northeast of Funchai. 

While details of the engagement are 
unknown here, it was reported that 
preliminary fighting in the past few 
‘ays had frightened most of the in- 
habitants out of town and that the 
ity wa: practically deserted. How- 
ever, it was believea that casualties 
must have occurred among the civilian 
population since messages from the 
expedition spea’: of a few shells as 
having fallen in “populous quarters.” 
Tt was assumed that remaining 
foreigners were safe since they have 
Leen moved to a “neutral zone,” 
tormed by two large hotels. 

The landing of forces was discount- 
ed by military experts here, who insist 
ihat this aloes not mean the end of 
the campaign inasmuch as the hills 
of the interior will trove a difficult 
“oposition if the rebels retreat in- 
land. 

Meanwhile, Minister of the Interior 
Lopez Mataeus issved a_ statement 
here which was interpreted as fore- 
shadewing the end of the dictatorship 
und a return to parliamentary gov- 
ernment, 

“Ar administrative code,” he said, 
“will come into force early next year. 
An electoral law under which suffrage 
will be granted to hoth sexes will be 
published shertly, and, barring un- 
i: reseen accidents, a legally elected 
perlinment will assemble next year to 
draft a new constitution.”

MOTHER INDIA AUTHOR 
UPENS NEW ATTACK 


BY SIDNEY WHIPPLE.

NEW YORK, April 30.—(UP)— 

Katherine Mayo, whose book, “Moth- 
er India,” aroused a storm of inter- 
national’ recriminations four years 
ago, returned te the battle “for In- 
qian child life” today, with a new 
volume repeating her old charges re- 
lating ‘to child marriages; and declar- 
ing they are as widespread as ever in 
India, despite a new law intended to 
control them. 

When a’ Hindu girl of seven. or 
eight—or it might even be two—is 
married to a man of 30 or 40, Miss 
Mayo says, no law exists that can 


cancel or invalidate the marriage. 

“The law rushed threugh the leg- 
islature by Indian politicians,’ the 
author claims, “is a mere sham,.a 
toothless dummy, a political sop to 
England and America. It neither in- 
validates nor checks the marriage even 
of a baby two days old. It gives the 
courts power to impose a small. fine 
ona man under 21 who marries a 
child under 14. But if he hasn't the 
money to pay the fine, he goes scot 
free and. no power on earth can take 
his child-bride away from him.”
